The leature
of yesterday was the warm, earpest debate
on the gquestion of temperance teaching in
the Sunday schools. The Execative Com-
mittee, after a lively tussle, carried ite prop-
osition, which wns pol us strong as that ad-
wvoeated hy the Women’s Christian Temper-
suee Union,

First at the morning session, the conven-
tion took up the meetiug of the second
World's Convestion. William Randolph,
o' Bt. Louin, moved to bold it in St. Louis,
at the same time as the seventh Interna-
tional Convention. At the suggestion of B.
F., Jucobs this motion was amended so that
the convention merely invited the World's
Cougress 1o moet in St. Louis in 1803, The
motion was then adopted.

A turther subseription of 216 was made
to the fund for the fawilies of the Dunbar
miners, making §06 in sll raised by the
oonveution.

The question of devoting certain Sundays
in the vear 1o temperance was then called
up, but after some disenssion was postponed
until afternoon, to allow the Executive Com-
mittee to have its proposition printed,

Rev. Dr. W. A. Duncan, of New York,
spoke on home work, meaning thereby the
orznnizad effort of ehurch workers 10 reach
those classes of people who, by reason of
their vooations, cannot attend Sunday ser-
Vices,

TEMPERANCE CONTEST.

A LIVELY DEBATE WAKES UP THE CON.
VENTION DELEGATES.

Imwediately afler the devotional services
opening the afternoon session, Miss Frances
E. Willard, of Chicago, was presented by
President Harris, with these words: “Her |
repuiation asa, devoted Christian temper- |
ance worker is unbounded by continental
lines.”

Miss Willard was reeeived with great ap-
plause, and was frequently generaliy
clapped as she spoke. Her earnest, thought-
ful address ix printed in full on the ninth
page of this paper,

When she had finisted the convention
was ready to disenss the question of temper-
ance lessons in the Sunduy school, A mo
tion was first I.‘:‘E-r[li(‘l!_ imiting movers of
resolutions to five minutes and other
speakers to three minutes

F. R. Loowis, editor of the Chronicle, of
Norwalk, O., presented the following:

Resolved, That we most earnestly recom-
mend to the Ioternational Lesson Committes
that & specifie Bible temporance lesson be
given guartarly on some other than the review
Sanday, io order that the subject of temper-
anee may receive the attention i3s importance
demnands, and eomplications with other sub-
Jects be thereby avolded.

AN ATPEAL YOR TEMPERANCE

Mr. Loomis supported his resolution by a
strong appeal lor four temperance lessons in
the yvear. He said that he wanted every
Sunday school to be a temperance training
school.

Rev, L. B. Self, of Denver, stated that
the resolution was in seeord with the ex-
pressed sentiment of the Stale Sunday
schonl convention of Denver.

Mrs, H, C. Campbell, of Allegheny,
spoke for the resolution,

B. F. Jacobs, charrman of the executive
commiltee, presented the following, which
he moved a8 a substitute:

Tho Executive Commitiee having received
memorials and resolntions from various States,
topather with petitions amd memorials from so-
cictie=, States and imdividoals on the spbiect of
temperance, and baving carefully considersd
the same, report as follows:

1o selecting the course of lessons for the vear
192, the Lestan Commnittes found in the 1'\nﬂ-
HATY course in one quarter 3 suitable temper-
aoce lessan, and, therefore, they made the
leson for the thirteonth Sunday s missionary
lesson, _

In anuvther quarter for the same year they
founa io the regular course a suitable mission.
ary lesson. Therefors, for the thirteenth Sun-
day of thut guarter they have civen a temper-
ance lessun oaly.

For the two remaining guarters of that year,
for the thirteenth Sunday they have selected a
temparance lesson and a musslonary jesson,
leaving it optional with the school to usa
cither.

ihe commities cannot sayin sdvance just
what lessous will oeeur in any year, but thiok
it possible that the seiection Ior other years
may be like the seloctions; for 1862 in the ro-
spocis abore named.

HOFING TOE THE DAY.

In conference with the corresponding mem-
bers of the Lesson Committes for Great Brit-
ain, these brothren desiring to promote the
siudy of wwperance in the Sunday schools of
Great Britain, urge that the committee gon-
tinue to have optional temperance lessons, say-
ing that if culy a temperance lesson is selected,
many schools wonld not use it. bot select other
iessons and the plan be impaired. Bug if the
optiona plan s used as abuve sugrested, the
number of schools choosing a temperance les-
son will steadily increase, ang they b that
the day may come whon a large majority, if not
all the schools, will use the temperance les-
BOTE

And the Executive Committosof the Inger-
nastonal Sabbath School Convention, desiring
toextend the use of temperande lessons as
widely as possible, and DLelieving that the
course marked put by the Lesson Committee
will secure this result, rocommend the fallow-

ing:

lessons.

SUPPORTED THE SUBSTITUTE.

. RBev. Dr, MclLean, of Ontario, supported
the substitate, us did slso Rev. Mr. Howe,
of Ootanie. Miss Luecia Kimball, of Mainpe,
argued for the resolution of Mr. Loomis.
Rev. J. E. Bashoell, of Roanoke, Va., guve
At ax bix opinion that the convention ought
to stand by its Executive Committee rather
shay support a proposition coming from the
Ww.C. 1. 0.

Other debsters spoke, on one side and
then the other, and it seemed likely that
the Executive Commities might be defeated.

Bev. W. F. Buros, of Halifax, said: “It
fs desirable that we shomnld give fortha
united deliverance, but is the deliverance
recommended by our Executive Commitiee
in ndyanes of what has been done hereto-
fore. The instroctions we give to-day will
glose the century, and we onght to close this

period wiih sn advance movement.”
Willism Beynolds spoke for the sabsti-

B. F. Jucobs said that the Exeeutiva
Committee, representing all the States, Ter-
ritories and Proviaces, had considered the
matter with care, and bad agreed to its
recommendation unanimously.

Mr. Jacobs here advanced and said that
Miss Willard had asked him if the plan of
lessans for 1802 wounld be carried out in
rood faith, in regard to the temperance
Sundays in the other seven vears. He said
that was his understanding of the matter.

Miss Willard said she wanted it explicitly
understood that two Sundays in each of the
seven yesrs following 1892 would be devoted
to temperance. She said that she would be
glad of that much, but she wanted the con-
vention to understand that the temperance
peonle wonld keep up their agitation and
vever be satisfied until they had secured
four Sundays.

COMES FROM OHIO.

Mr. Loomis, of Ohio, closed the debate,
He said that his resolution was not & propo-
gition from the W, C. T, U., but a propo-
sition from the Sundsy school workers of
Ohio.

The vote was taken by standing. Many
of the delegates had gone home or left the
hall and the vote was light Mr. Jucobs
counted the woters. The substitute of the

Mr. Jacobs moved that Miss Willard be
made n member of the convention, in order
that she might make a motion. It was de-
clured earried, nithough there were many
ertes of dissent. Bbe then moved that the

ed.

THE CONVENTION ENDS.

THE SEVERAL DUTIES OF WORKERS IN
SUNDAY SCHOOLS,

Resclutions Adopted Thanking the Lecal
Workers, the Newspuprrs, the Masi-
cinny, President Harris nnd B. F, Jncobs
for Their Contributions to the Conven.
tion's Soccess.

Last night's session concluded the econ-
vention, There was a Iarge attendance.

Marion Lawrence, Secretary of the Ohio
Sunday School Association, spoke on Sun-
dny school work generally. He said that
the Sunday school must have a purnose,
and wust Kvow what is to be done and when
it is dove, The pastor was the superior
officer, not the superintendent. When a
superintendent’s head grew so large that
he did mnot regognize his pastor as his
superior officer, he shouid step out. The
pastor’s duties were ndvisory and the super-
intendent’s executive, The superintendent
should be a man of large ideas; high, near
his Father in heaven, and low, near to the
lowest scholar. Hesnould be of unimpeach-
uble character, a believer in childhood,
have tact, never lose his head and always
kvow what to do. The highest officer of the
school is the teacher. The occupation of
the Word of Life is the highest eall-
ing man or woman can have. There
three foundation stones on which

are
a teacher must build to be successiul:
Love for God, love for God's book

and love for sonls, He defined a teacher's
duties and what they should strive to at-
tain. They should aim high. He added
that temperance should be taught ever
Sunday. Every lesson contained & moral,
and in many of them, if the teacher did not
see temperance, be would not in any lesson
even if it were labeled temperance at the
top.
A MISSTONARY MANY YEARS.

Rev. Thomas Tracey, ot Northern India,
was presented. He said that he has been a
missionary in India for 20 years, and that
he hns a class of 50 blina scholars, whom he
teaches every Sunday worning. In the
a'ternoon he tenches heathen boys and girls,
He nsked additional belp for the work,
which has been sdvanced In & marvelous
way by this organization.

Rev. Dr. Phillios, of India, spoke a few
words in the sume line. He asked his
hearers to pray for o country that has three
times the population of the United States
and Canada combined, which is waiting for
the Word o! God.

Mr. Jacobs, at this point, led forward s
dozen boys bearing the badgesof pages.
After a few words of good adviee he
thanked them heartily 1n the name of the
executive committee for their services and
dismissed them with a handshake,

Rev. Dr. J. A, Warden, of New Jersey,
spoke of the work of the Sunday sehool
teacher. He dwelt upon the great value of
thorough preparation for the high duty.
Yet he did not exall training over character
or concentration. All were indispensable,

An invitatlon was read to attend the
Pepnsylvania Sunday School Convention,
to be held in New Castle September 30 to
October 2.

A PRACTICAL PLAN.

A resolution was adopted commending the
bhome department of Sunday school work, as
a practical plan for extending Bible study.

Resolutions were adopted, by a rising
vole, giving thaoks to all who have cou-
tributed in any manper to the suceess
of the convention. Particolar mention was
made of the eitizsns ol Pittsburg for their
hospitality and vast expenditure of money
in providing for the accommodation, com-
fort and entertainment of the delegates; the
Committee of Arrangements, loeal and
other  committess, lor their work; the
Indies ot the various  churches
for providing for the d tes;
the railronds and Transportation Committes;
the Ohsirman of the convention for the
spirit and success with which he performed
his duties; the newspapers of Pittsburg, the
pages, and Mr. and Mrs, Stebbens, Mr.
Excell, Mra. 8. M. Wallace, Miss Ida
Bodine and James 8, Jordan, for furnish-
ing the vocsl and instrumental mu and
B. F. Juacobs for his loog and faithful serv-
jees on the Lesson and Executive Commit-
tees, who, more than any other man, has
eontributed to the success of the organiza-
tion and the continuance of the conventions.
